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The idea of vocation and the role of 
women in our society are two contem- 
porary themes which will dominate 
Juniata’s 98th academic year starting 
on September 7. 

Discussion of these themes will take 
place both in and out of the classroom 
by returning upperclassmen and by the 
380 members of the freshman class. 

The new Juniatians—257 men and 
123 women—come from the upper 40 
percent of their high school graduating 
classes. They were introduced to the 
college academic and extra-curricular 
programs and policies at orientation 
workshops held on the campus in late 
June and early July by members of the 
faculty and administration. 

Provost Wilfred G. Norris ‘54 ex- 
plained the themes which will be ex- 
plored during the year. “Students and 
faculty will examine, both together and 
separately, the meaning of the idea of 
a vocation.” 

A faculty conference in September 
will be devoted to “the problem of voca- 
tion in teaching.” Later in the year the 
Will Judy Lectureship will be devoted to 
the philosophical and theological impli- 
cations of a vocation. Finally, a student 
conference will be held on the subject 


“What in the world is there to do?” 

Norris explained the growing concern 
with the role of women by stating that 
“although we have recognized the im- 
portance of education of women since the 
founding of the College, we are now 
working on specific programs which will 
fulfill current special needs of women.” 

Intercollegiate athletics for women is 
growing at Juniata. This year there will 
be full schedules in both field hockey 
and basketball with women also eligible 
for the golf and tennis teams. 

The funds given by the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities are reflected 
in the faculty activity during the past 
summer. 

Mr, Alexander T. McBride, assistant 
professor of art, spent the summer in 
Europe touring the major museums and 
gathering material for Juniata’s art pro- 
gram and general education courses. 

Dr. Eva R. Hartzler ‘32, Charles A. Dana 
Supported Professor of Chemistry, spent 
the summer also touring Europe as part 
of a University of Illinois seminar on the 
evolution of chemistry and the history 
of science. 

Dr. Klaus Kipphan, associate professor 
of history, while on sabbatical leave in 
Germany, received funds to help him

prepare material for one of the Human 
Existence-Historical courses. 

Other faculty members spent the sum- 
mer re-writing courses for Human Exis- 
tence-Historical and Analytical, and for 
Modes of Thought and Methods of 
Inquiry. 


Juniata’s full-time, on-campus educa- 
tional program for inmates of the Hunt- 
ingdon Correctional Institution will con- 
tinue. Jt is expected that two or three 
inmates will attend classes this fall since 
the results of the experiment were 
encouraging.

Annual Support Fund 
tops $130,000 goal 


With 46 percent of its total! alumni body 
participating in the college’s development 
programs, the 1972-73 Juniata Annual 
Support Fund again exceeded its goal. 
The over-the-top effort marks the fourth 
time in as many years of the fund that 
the goal has been surpassed. 

The Annual Support Fund reached a 
total of $133,812 during the past fiscal 
Campaign, surpassing its announced goal 
of $130,000. The ASF dollar amount, the 
percentage of contributions and the total 
number of alumni donors supporting 
the College are all new highs for Juniata. 

Juniata’s alumni participation has been 
steadily increasing over the years. Cur- 
rently 46 percent participate as annual 
contributors. Alumni support in 1968-69 
was 35 percent; 40 percent in 1969-70; 
43 percent in 1970-71; 45 percent in 


1971-72, and this year’s new achievement. 


The national average for alumni partici- 
pation is approximately 19 percent. 

As alumni participation has increased, 
so has the total dollar amount established 
as the goal of the Annual Support Fund. 
The fund exceeded goals of $100,000 
in 1969-70; $125,000 in 1970-71 and 


1971-72; and $130,000 during the past 
fiscal year. 

Dr. John N. Stauffer commended Fran- 
cis W. Zimmerman ‘54, District Data 
Processing Supervisor for the Bell Tele- 
phone Company, for his leadership as 
chairman of the recently completed fund 
raising campaign. “Fran Zimmerman has

Support for the fund is received from 
all of Juniata’s constituencies including 
alumni, parents, friends, the Church 
of the Brethren, corporations, founda- 
tions, and local business and industry. 
The funds are used to support teaching at 
Juniata and for financial aid for needy 
and worthy students.

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Football Squad Faces Tough 10-Game Card 


Depth Could Be 
Key To Season 


Depth will be the major difference be- 
tween the 1973 Juniata College football 
team and those elevens of recent years. 

For the first time in a number of 
seasons, Coach Walt Nadzak will have 
a lot of talented football players vying 
for those 22 starting slots. ““We are 
pleased about the prospects for the up- 
coming season,” said Nadzak, who is 
looking forward to his fifth season at 
the helm. ‘The team is very young, but 
has depth. If we can instill the impor- 
tance of discipline and carry over last 
year’s dedication, we could have a pretty 
successful year.” 

With the largest freshman contingent 
in history of the school and perhaps also 

the most talented group of football 
players, Nadzak figures to have a lot of 
competition for the starting berths. 
‘We feel we turned the corner last year 
in our program with a 6-3 record,” he 
said. ‘We've got a winning attitude and 
should be an improved team.” 

Juniata must get leading efforts from 
its three tri-captains, Mike McNeal, Lou 
Eckerl and Larry Johnston. McNeal at 
slotback and Ecker] at fullback give the 
Navy Blue and Gold an inside-outside 
running attack, and both are adept re- 
ceivers, and can place pressure on the 
defensive cornerbacks. Johnston, a main- 
stay in the defensive line at tackle for 
the past three seasons, must shake off a 
knee injury from 1972 and return to 
form to keep the defense sound. 

Quarterbacking should be in good 
hands with Gary Shope, who according 
to Nadzak, has “all the tools to be as 
good as anybody in the Middle Atlantic 
Conference.”’ Shope operates behind a 
maturing offensive line with RT Steve 
Oak and RG Sean Ryan and LG Al 
Zubritzky the leaders. The wide receiver 
spot is up in the air with the graduation 
of 1972 leading pass catcher Kar| 
Bergstresser, the only man Juniata loses 
off the starting offensive squad. 

“We have experienced men returning 
at linebacker in Barry Hartley and Steve 
Lehman,’ Nadzak said. ‘They are both 
quick, have a good defensive under- 
standing of the game and are probably 
the keys to our whole defensive scheme.” 

Although Joe Coradetti, who nailed 
down a single season interception record 
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Teamwork is the key to a sound defensive football team. Count the Juniata jerseys (seven of them) getting a piece of the action in last year’s 
homecoming game against Westminster. Replacing the graduated stars of the 1972 defense is one of the major rebuilding problems facing head 
coach Walt Nadzak and his staff. The offense is sound and if the defense can be shored up, Juniata will win a lot of football games.
